Parish Council Notes 


The monthly meeting of the Parish Council 
was held on Thursday, 17th October, at 7.30 pm 
in The old Farmhouse. 


Visit of Police inspector 

Police Inspector Hadnam visited the meeting 
at the invitation of the Parish Council. Repre- 
sentatives from the Library, TESCO, Heaitn 
Centre, School and Church were also present. 
Inspector Hadnam was able to reassure the 
meeting that there would be an increased police 
presence in Bar Hill from now on to deter would- 
be offenders. Residents were also urged to report 
any sightings of suspicious or criminal acts 
directly to the police at the time of the o¢ccur- 


rence and to be prepared to act as witnesses. 


Wiicon Land Transfer 

Amenity land in Watermead, Hillcrest and the 
recently built area of The Brambles, has not been 
transferred to the Parish Council as there is still 
outstanding maintenance/andscaping to be 
completed. It has been suggested that a con- 
crete ‘trough’ be laid in the bottom of the stream 
alongside Watermead to prevent further slippage 
occurring. The Parish Council are awaiting Wil- 
con's decision on this. 


Parking on Amenity Land 

The Parish Council are stil! concerned at the 
number of people using the amenity land and 
roadside verges as car parking areas. The cost 
of maintaining these areas is considerably in- 
creased when they become rutied with car 
tracks. As the money to pay for the maintenance 
comes from the residenis of this Village, it is in 
everyone's interest to ensure they do not damage 
the amenity areas in this way. 


Autumn/Winter Maintenance Programme 
Over the next four months, hedges, irees and 
shrubs on Parish Council land will be trimmed 
under the Autumn/Winter maintenance pro- 
gramme. Hedges will be trimmed down to ap- 
proximately 8-10 feet as a general rule. Council- 
lors will be advising the Clerk of all areas to be 
included in the programme, so that tenders can 
be invited for this work. Residents are also asked 
to trim back any of their own trees or shrubs 
which are obstructing footpaths in any way.
